The order declares ‘for con 
tinued freedom of labor organi 
zation | 

The principles announced are: | 

1. Every effort should be made 
to speed production by war in 
custries. | 

2. Fair and’ reasonable stan-| 
dards of wages and working con- 
ditions should be recognized and 
where any temporary adjust- 
ments in remuneration are made, 
1 conditions, they

unduly extended, but where in 
creased output is desired it should

4. Established safeguards and}

5, There should be no interrup- 
tion in productive or distributing 
operations.on account of strikes 
or lockouts.

be dealt with in accordance with 
the provisions of the Industrial 
Disputes Investigation Act, which 
has been extended under the War 
Measures Act to apply specifi- 
cally to all war work.

CLAIM DISMISSED 


The of Lionel W. Ste 
phenson against the personnel of 
the Brentwood Bay Parks Board 
for damages for trespass upon 
the plaintiff's lands and for téar- 
ing down his boathouse at Tod 
Inlet, was dismissed in a Supreme 
Court judgment -handed down to- 
day*by Mr. Justice Robertson. 

“T think the words ‘manage, 
regulate and control’ confer upon 
the board power to tear down 
such a_ building. How 
could a board control a park if it 
had no power to remove buildings 
erected by a trespasser upon it?” 
the judgment said in part. “Be- 
cause I think the defendants were 
justified in law in what they. did, 
I think the action must be dis 
missed, but without costs,” it 
added 

The boathouse in question was 
built mainly on the foreshore, 
which became park property 
under a provincial government 
order-in-council. It was taken 
down on September 11, 1939, after 
other structures had been re- 
moved from the area. The action 
included a test of the order-in- 
council which was upheld in tho 
judgment. 

Defendants included Willtam ©. 
Wallace, Evans J. Sladen, Sewell 
P. Moody, Lorne Thomson and 
Robert W. Sluggett, all members 
of the board.
